DRAWS TO CLOSE 


Ask Amendments to Present 
Liquor License Act in 
the Province. 


Calgary, May 30—At the Methodist 
Conference today was spent in re- 
ports of committees, The reports of 


the Epworth Leagues and Sunday 
Schoola were encouraging, showing 
a decided increase in both societies, 
The conference took a decided stand 
against segregation and passed a re- 
solution endorsing prohibition as the 
only method of coping with the drink 
traffic, it also urged that the gov- 
ermment take the necessary steps to 
do away with club licenses, A fur- 
ther request will be made of the gov- 
ernment of Alberta to amend the 
liquor Heense ordinance to provide 
that no justice of the peace, no mem- 
ber of parliament, dominion or pro- 
vinclal, nor any member of a muni- 
cipal council shall be eligible to hold 
a license for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors, 7 

The conference endorsed the follow- 
ing resolution: 

(1) that thie conference views with 
great alarm the very probable effect 
of the Ne Temere decree on the Ssta- 
bility of the sacred institution of mar- 
riage among us, and would earnestly 
urge the Government of Canada to 
jealously guard the validity and sane- 
tity of the marriage contract and to 
stubbornly resist any action from 
whatever quarter taken which would 
tend to disturb the security of marri- 
ages performed by any legally, con- 
stituted authority. : 

(2) We would further heartily en- 
dorse the action of the General Con- 
ference special committee in this mat- 
ter and also request Our president to 
select © me person in Eastern Canada 
to co-operate with the General Con- 
ference special committee in making 
known to the proper authorities the 
from protest and unalterable convic- 
tion of this conference. 

This motion was carried unani- 
mously Several members spoke vig- 
orously against’ the attitude of the 
church of Rome in this matter,
